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It has been 20 years since the tragic November 23, 1994 
fire that almost destroyed Suffolk’s historic 1885 railroad 
station. Concerned citizens, outraged by the City Inspection 
Department’s declaration that the station was a safety hazard 
and should be immediately demolished, wrote by the hundreds 
in protest. Betsy Brothers (of SNHS) and Bob Chissom (of the 
Suffolk Main Street program) joined together and soon the 
battle cry of “Save Our Station” rang through the streets of 
Suffolk. 

Thanks to the tireless efforts of the S.O.S committee and 
countless others who showed their support we were able to not 
only keep the station from demolition but painstakingly restore 
it. Now it stands proudly on Main Street and represents the 
Suffolk-Nansemond Historical Society as our public museum.

Continued from page 1: Save Our Station! 


“In August of this year, the Suffolk Seaboard Railroad Museum will mark 15 years 
of operation. Saving the Train Station was a labor of love and pure tenacity that started with 
a fire in 1994 that nearly destroyed the building. Members of the Historical Society were 





outraged at the proposal by the city to tear down this historic building that has stood on 
Main Street since 1885. At the time of the fire, the entire area was an eyesore but Betsy Brothers, then president of SNHS, 
and others had a passion and a vision to “Save Our Station,” SOS. Within weeks of the fire, the SOS committee was formed 
and began the long commitment to raise funds and awareness to save the building. Grants were applied for and rejected 
the first time around, but then things began to happen when the city staff became involved in the effort. With their 
expertise, a federal transportation grant was submitted and awarded in the amount of $240,000. The public/private 
partnership that developed between the City and the Historical Society raised $60,000 in matching funds required by the 
grant. The timing was perfect because the City was interested in starting a major downtown revitalization and the Train 
Station would be a starting point. 


By 1999, VDOT gave final approval to the plans and bids for the restoration 
were received. Everett Birdsong became the chairman of the SOS committee, an ad hoc 
committee of the SNHS. Other members of that committee who oversaw the project 
were George Blair, Betsy Brothers, Jim Caton, George Consolvo, Randy Hicks, Tommy 
Hines, Jim McLemore, Barbara McPhail, Richard Pond, Lynn Rose, and Sue Woodward. 
The design contract was awarded to Hanbury, Evans, Newill, Vlattas with Greg 





Rutledge serving as architect for the project. Viteri Construction Management, Inc. was given the construction contract 
so work could begin with the ground breaking ceremony for the project held on November 16, 1999. Over the next few 
months a remarkable change took place at the Station, and we all fell in love with the ‘little building that could.” It went 
from a derelict eyesore to the jewel of Main Street. In addition, Jim McLemore designed a very unique HO scale model 
train layout depicting Suffolk in 1907. The men worked on that model for years and it is still the showpiece of the 
building. 


When the doors opened in August of 2000, we were thrilled when the City decided to put the then fledgling 
visitor center in our building. We shared the space until the City decided to move the Visitors Center in order to help 
support the restoration of the Prentis House across the street and SNHS was left not knowing quite what to do. Over the 
years there has been much discussion about the use and future of the Station. Each year the Historical Society and the 
Train Station Committee find a way to keep the doors open. Financially it can be a struggle, but people love our Station. 
There are families who visit every week with children who cannot get enough of the Station. Thousands of people from 
all over the world have visited the Station and heard the history of Suffolk as told by volunteers and our museum 
coordinators. The railroad model presents the perfect avenue to inform adults and school children of our rich history. 
The Station continues to be featured in many City of Suffolk publications and promotional materials, in newspapers and 
on local TV stations as well. 


So here we are 15 years later. A lot has happened on Main Street and in our City since August of 2000, but 
thankfully, due to the efforts of the members of SNHS and the SOS committee, the Train Station ea the ae 
ball and still sits as an anchor to Main Street, serving as a living history for today and 
hopefully for years to come. It truly is the jewel of the Historical Society. We can 
only hope the passion the members of the Historical Society shared for this project 
20 years ago will live on as an example of what can be done when you have a vision 
and a commitment to make a difference by preserving the past as you prepare for 
the future.”
